Driving west from Venice to 
St. Louis across the McKinley 
Bridge, the structure appears to be 
in mint condition. It’s newly paved 
— until about half way. 

Then, there is black-top that 
barely covers part of the bridge’s 
surface. There are pot holes and 
steel braces that show through the 


bridge surface, making for a 
bumpy ride. 

Carlissa Ware of Venice, who 
occasionally drives across the 
bridge to her job on an assembly 
line in.St. Louis, said that more 
needs to be done to repair the 
bridge. 

“I think they need to check on it 
with the trucks going through in 
the wintertime, and you do get 
holes in it,’’ she said.

The city realized annual net revenue 
of about $80,000 from the program 
after expenses. 

Both Selph and Whitaker said the 
program is inconvenient for residents 
and that the lost revenue could be 
offset by anticipated increases in other

said. 

The city’s budget forecasts a $143,000 
supe this year. 

“Tt would still be a $63,000 surplus,”

The 
state regulatory agency on 
Dec. 13 revoked Vest’s medical 
license for six years over a 
1995 fraud conviction in federal 
court. 

Vest’s attorney, Don Weber, 
claimed in the lawsuit filed 
Jan. 10 that the revocation of 
the doctor’s license ‘‘is errone- 
ous, illegal and void.”’ 

“It’s a political move by the 
state to take my medical 
license. They’ve been out to 
get me for years,’’ said Vest, 
who promised a’ court fight 
against the state agency. 

Vest is waiting for a decision 
from the Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Chicago on his 
appeal of a 1995 conviction on 
mail fraud in U.S. District 
Court in East St. Louis. 

Vest was accused of fraudu- 
lently billing Medicare and pri- 
vate insurance companies for 
unnecessary tests at his Doc- 
tors Clinic at 4325 Alby St., 
Alton, 

A federal judge in October 
1995 ordered Vest to serve 85 
percent, or 20 months, of a 
two-year prison sentence and 
three years of supervised 
release after the term 

The judge ruled that Vest 
could supervise the Doctors 
Clinic in Alton but could not 
practice medicine during his 


appeal of the conviction 

“It’s wrong for the state to 
take my license since the 
appeal of my case has not 
even been completed,’’ Vest 
said. 

The state regulatory agency 
also cited a case of alleged 
negligence over a heart stress 
test administered by Vest to a 
patient in 1988 

But Weber said that famous 
cardiac surgeon Dr. Robert 
Jones of Duke University Med- 

Center claimed that Vest 
was correct in administerin 
the test. ‘“‘Dr. Jones design 
the test,’’ Weber said. 

Weber said there was a case 
in the 5th District appellate 
Court in which the court ruled 
that a license could not ~be 
revoked during a court appeal 
process. 

“Currently the criminal case 
is pending on appeal and the 
revocation of plaintiff's license 
on account of that conviction is 
improper,” Weber claimed in 
the lawsuit. 

Weber wants a circuit judge 
to reverse the state’s decision 
to revoke the license and rein- 
state Vest “‘as a medical doc 
tor in good standing.”’ 

“J think a judge will reverse 
the state’s decision,’’ Weber 
said 

In December 1995, Vest won 
a major legal victory to treat 
Med re patients. Federal 
administrative law judge Mimi 
Leahy issued an order setting 
aside Vest’s five-year exclusion 
from Medicare, a program 
that provides health care for 
people 65 and older.

Recently a case was decided on appeal 
in Illinois involving injuries sustained by a 
driver in an automobile accident. The 
amount of money recovered by a plaintiff 
in a case such as this may be related to 
the actions taken by: the. injured party 
following the accident 

In this case, the plaintiff was returning 
home from a shopping trip. She noticed 
that the traffic ahead of her was stopped, 
so she also pulled to a stop, and a few 
moments later she was rear-ended by 
another vehicle. Normally with a rear-end 
collision resulting in injuries, the plaintiff 
would be entitled to recover damages. 
However, the injured plaintiff arguably 
made several mistakes following this 
accident 

After the collision, the plaintiff left her 
car and came over to the defendant to in- 
quire if she was injured. At the time, the 
Plaintiff told the driver who rear-ended her 
vehicle that she was not hurt. She made a 
similar statement to the police officer at 
the scene, and he put this information in 
his report. The plaintiff's neck and back 
began to hurt the day after the accident. 
In @ case such as this, a party should 
never make a statement regarding injuries 


at the accident scene, since physical pro- 
blems may not arise until later. 


Further, the injured plaintiff did not 
seek medical treatment until one week 
after the accident, even though she was 
hurt. In many cases, an insurance com- 
pany attorney will try to argue to a jury 
that the plaintiff must not have been 
seriously hurtin light of the delay in treat- 
ment. This is what happened in this case, 
and it ultimately hurt the plaintiff's case. 


The injured plaintiff went to an inter- 
nist, a chiropractor, and an acupuncturist, 
in an effort to relieve the effects of her in: 
jury. However, she discontinued 
treatments to visit her son in Arizona. She 
later resumed treatments when she 
returned to lilinois. But the several week 
gap in treatment allowed the defendant's 
attorney to argue that if the plaintiff was 
truly injured, she would not leave Illinois 
and interrupt her treatment. 


For all of the foregoing reasons, the 
jury found in the defendant's favor. This 
case was affirmed on appeal, and thus an 
injured driver received nothing in this

Senior PGA 
winnings add 
up for,Conner 


If you really want to have 
fun at the start of a year, 
make a list of sports 
predictions. Then, at the end of 
the year,-take a look at your 
list and see how successful you 
were. 

I’ve made my list for 1997, 

arts of which I’ll pass along 

future weeks, but the 
prediction I felt’ best about in 
96 was one I.devoted a column 
to — that former Belleville 
resident Frank Conner would 
be reborn as a golfer on the 
Senior PGA Tour. 

Frank turned 51 on Jan. 11, 
but in ’96, his first year as a 
Senior, he earned $561,465 and 
finished in 20th place with six 
top 10 finishes, including three 
ties for fifth and had a scoring 
average of 71.34 for 35 events. 

Not bad for someone whose 
interests were devoted to 
tennis, first at Belleville West 
and later at Trinity University 
in San Antonio, Texas, where 
he honed, his skills well enough 
to reach the U.S. Open. 

After turning to golf in his 
20s, Conner turned pro in 1972 
and joined the PGA Tour in 
1975. While he gained 
recognition as one of only two 
men ever to play in the U.S. 
Open in both golf and tennis 
(the late Ellsworth Vines was 
the other), Frank had $743,253 
career earnings on the PGA 
Tour and $224,854 on the Nike 
Tour, where he played 
intermittently from 1990 
through ’95. 

His best PGA Tour year was 
1981, when he earned $85,009 
and placed 51st on the official 
money list. A year later he 
won the King Hassan Open in 
Morocco, His largest career 
PGA veneer was $36,000, 
when he won the ’88 Deposit 
Guaranty Classic. 

He also has four 
second-place finishes on the 
PGA Tour, but it was last year 
on the Senior Tour where he 
established himself in a 
fashion similar to the rise of 
Centralia’s Tom Wargo in ’93 
— and in a fashion most 
pleasing to a prognosticator. 


19TH HOLE: Conner’s 
winnings on the Senior Tour 
hypes interest in Belleville 
native Jay Haas, who turned 
43 on Dec. 2 and is seven 
years from the seniors, but 
continues to rank with the best 
of all pro golfers. 

In '96, Jay was 36th in 
earnings with $523,019 to raise 
his career figure to $5.95 
million since turning pro in ’76. 
In 27 events last year, he tied 
for first in the Shark Shootout, 
had six top 10 finishes and a 
scoring average of 70.40. 

Like Conner, who was 
blessed with birdies — 368 for 
16th among the seniors, Haas 
recorded 324 birdies (33rd).

Sova said he would like to do more 
of the works and is encouraged by a 
Pending sale of one religious piece to 
an Arkansas church. 

“I'd rather be inspiring people that 
way than have rich, uppity people 
buying art for art’s sake,” Sova said. 
“If it inspires people spiritually, so 
much the better.”” 

Sova said he is strongly influenced 
by Caravaggio, who gave human 
qualities to hi godlike figures, and 
by John Singer Sargent, a 
turn-of-the-century rtraitist.

country.” 

While he enjoys the separateness of 
his interests, Sova also is trying to 
share his love of painting. It’s just 
one art form Sova is trying to share 
with others. The Studio Of Visual 
Arts (SOVA) opened last fall. 

In addition to drawing and painting 
classes, Sova is offering yoga and the 
ancient practice of Tai Chi, which 
combines movement and breathing 
techniques to achieve relaxation. 

“This is the kind of thing that 
should be going on here,’’ Sova said. 
“Hopefully, it will bring an arts 
center to the community that I think 
we need.”’

‘Portrait of a Lady’ 


Adaptation is well done 


After E.M. Forster, Jane Austen and Thomas 
Hardy, would it be long before movies 
rediscovered Henry James? 

Not too long, as Seen by “‘The Portrait of a 
Lady,”’ Jane Campion’s adaptation of James’ 
1881 novel and the New Zealand-born director’s 
first film since her breakout hit, “The Piano.” 

But it comes as something of a shock to 
discover a so thoroughly un-Jamesian film. To 
be sure, Campion and screenwriter Laura 
Jones preserve the characters — and, indeed, 
crucial lines — from the novel. But their 
unyieldingly dark version owes more to a 
brooding existentialist-like Dostoevsky than to 
the elegant, occasionally savage ironist that 
James, the Eurocentric American; writer, 
preeminently was. 

The result is a fascinating movie that at 
least has the courage of its odd convictions. 
It’s as if Campion were so determined not to 
seduce an audience with the easy pleasures of 
period pieces that she threw out levity along 
with any Merchant-Ivory landscapes. (Ismail 
Merchant and James Ivory are the 
producer-director team responsible for the 
James-inspired films ‘‘The Bostoni ans’? and 
“The Europeans.”’) 

This ‘‘Portrait”’ is visually striking, but not 
in any e: ‘ted way. Rather than beguile a 
viewer with cozy postcard-style vistas, the 
movie takes place in a ceaselessly gray, rainy 
Europe whose landmarks are secondary to the 
volatile ensemble of ill-matched lovers. 

The opening credit montage of faces makes 
Campion’s intentions clear. She wants to 
burrow inside her characters’ heads — and at 
one point, the camera seems to go up the great 
John Gielgud’s nose. 

The extraordinary eye for visuals associated 
with “The Piano”? is still in evidence, but it is 
never casually deployed. Campion may show a 
wasp trapped under a glass; a surreal shot of 
talking lips; or a concluding wintry, Arctic 
vista in which the characters, notably, wear no 
overcoats. 

But the goal throughout is to comment on 
people who are themselves imprisoned, not to 
provide an armchair Grand Tour of Old World 
Europe. Campion presents a moneyed milieu of 


victimizers and victims among the late 
19th-century haut monde; those wanting to 
wallow in luxury should look elsewhere. 

The “lad: of the title is Isabel Archer 
(Nicole Kidman), a 23-year-old American in 
Europe who elicits the “‘admiration’”’ of 
Madame Merle (Barbara Hershey), a 
sophisticated schemer and fellow expatriate 
keen to make Isabel her prey. 

After rejecting two suitors, English peer 
Lord Warburton (Richard E. Grant) and 
smitten Bostonian Casper Goodwood (Viggo 
Mortensen), Isabel chooses instead the man 
wished upon her by Madame Merle. He is 
Gilbert Osmond (John Malkovich), a 
silken-voiced dilettante who wants Isabel for 
the fortune she has inherited from Gielgud’s 
dying Touchett ' 

The story could be seen’ as Campion’s 
response to ‘‘Dangerous Liaisons,” another 
Malkovich film based on a classic novel of 
sexual duplicity within Europe’s finer salons — 
Choderlos de Laclos’ ‘‘Les Liaisons 
Dangereuses,” published a century before 
“Portrait.’’ 

But Jones’ script could use some of the wit 
that won Christoper Hampton’s “Liaisons” 
screenplay adaptation a well-deserved 
Academy Award. Too much of the dialogue has 
the stilted novelistic feel of Isabel’s remark, i 
“*You wish immensely I would commit some 
folly."’ What we really wish for is a less 
Precious speech. 

“Portrait” has long been expected to snare 
its cast various end-of-year awards, or at least 
nominations. But almost all the cast seem like 
pawns of a director whose fierce vision doesn’t 
allow for much spontaneity. 

Kidman suffers most, demonstrating little of 
the sly brio she brought last year to her 
murderous newscaster in ‘‘To Die For.” It’s an 
intelligent but oddly muted performance that 
makes the articulate Isabel seem far less 
eloquent than Holly Hunter’s mute heroine in 
“The Piano.” 

Best of the principals is Hershey, whose pale 
allure belies the psychological cost exacted by 
her none-so-demure cunning.
